WHEREAS, the inmates satisfactorily performed services for the citizens of Mississippi, 
and the State’s policy is to encourage rehabilitation and a sense of public responsibility on the 
part of inmates, and to provide urgently needed as.sistance during emergency situations. 

NOW, 'rHEREFORE. I, Haley Barbour, Governor of the State of Mi.ssissippi, under 
and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and applicable statutes of this 
State, dt) hereby gnun to die named individuals, as reflected hv the work schedules maintained 
by the Commissioner of the Mississippi Department of Corrections, ten days executive good 
time tor each day worked, not to exce ed one hundred einhtv (1X0) days . Persons under .sentence 
for life arc prohibited from having time applied toward parole eligibility. Ail executive good 
time granted by this Order will count toward parole and/or discharge. 

This e.xecutive good time is granted at the request of die Department of Corrections and 
is based upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Department of Corrections, 

1 authorize and direct you, upon receipt of this Order, to take notice and be governed 
accojdiiiM,ly.
